ſon; $02 in caſe of the Ring, and upon a Juſtice of Peace bis warrant, 
in caſe of Felony, and the like, there it may better be done; and if it be 
on a werk day, the Dffence is not ſo great, as when it is on the Lozd's

And that all and every perſon and perſons whatſoever, ſyall on every 
Lozd's day apply themſelves to the Dbſervation of the ſame, by exexci⸗ 
fing themſelves thereon in the duties of Plety and true Religion pub- 
lickly and p2ivately; And that no Tradeſman, Artificer, — — 
Labourer, oz other perſon whatſoever, ſpall doe oz exerciſe any wozld- 
ip labour, buſineſs oz wozk of their ozdinary Callings, upon the Lozd's 
day, 02 any part thereof (wozks of eerſſity and Charity onely excep- 
ted) And that every perſon being of the age of tourten years os up- 
wards, offending in the pzemiſſes, ſhall foz every Dffence fozfeit 5 8.
